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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submissions filed on June 7 
and July 3, 2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Maguire et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 6322173; previously cited). 

As shown in figures 2 and 5, and especially in figure 3, the link includes an 
unlabelled raised portion on the sides or bosses 96. 
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Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bedford et al 
(previously cited). 

Figure 2 shows the link 16 to have a concavity formed from a curved surface 
(unlabelled) on the inner side of the link. 

Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Taft 
(U.S. Patent No. 5172965; previously cited). 

Figure 3 show the inner surface of the outer link to include a curved concave 
portion which forms a concavity (unlabelled) which receives a portion of the inner link. 

Figures 3 and 4 show the end collars or bosses 17, 18 to rise from the sides to a 
peak in the center thereof, forming a raised portion. The raised portion is unlabelled, 
but is clearly shown in each of the figures near the end of the lead lines for the 
reference characters 1 7 and 1 8. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 10, and 1 1 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed June 7 and July 3, 2007 have been fully considered. 
The arguments with respect to claims 1-7, 10, and 1 1 are persuasive and the 
rejections of the those claims have been overcome. 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8 and 9 are moot in view of the new 
grounds of rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references show additional track links which can be 
considered to show concavities or raised portions on the bosses.
